CANADIANS AGITATED OVER THE 
PROSPECTS OF REMOVAL. 


Four British Vessels Loaded With 
Piunder from Detroit Were Sunk in 
Thames River—Low Water Has 
Disclosed Their Remains and Amer- 
icans Claim Them. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

DETROIT, Aug. 28.—Agitation by 
several Dominion newpapers threatens 
to precipitate an international contro- 
versy over the proposed raising and re- 
moval to Detroit of three British war 
vessels which were sunk in the Thames 
River in the famous land and naval 
battle of October 5, 1813. The remains 
of these once staunch war vessels 
were a part of the British fleet that 
attempted to resist Commodore Per- 
ry at Put-In Bay. At that time the 
whole northwestern country, through 
the surrender of Detroit by Hull, had 
fallen tnto. British hands. 

After the crushing defeat adminis- 
tered by Perry, the shattered remnant 
of the British fleet slipped to Detroit, 
and was hastily pressed into service 
by Gen. Proctor, who realized that 
safety lay only In flight. Four vessels 
were hastily loaded with arms, am- 
munition, stores, government paper 
and other plunder from Detroit, and all 
speed made to Lake St. Clair. The lit- 
tle fleet took refuge on the Thames, 
and the battle which followed, the ships 
were sunk. Tecumseh, the great in- 
dian chief who assisted the British, 
lost his life, and Practor, escaping, 
later committed suicide. 

The vessels were forgotten until sev- 
eral years ago, when unusually low 
waters in the Thames revealed one of 
them. A plan was originated to have 
them recovered, brought to Detroit 
and presented to the city ag memo- 
rials. No action wag taken, however, 
until several days ago, when a De- 
troit exploring party, headed by C. 
M. Burton and Charles L. Clark, quiét- 
ly began operations. So far, the work 
of the explorers and their divers has 
resulted in the definite location of 
three vessels at points one and a half, 
two, and six miles. upstream from 
Chatham. The vessels are partly or 
wholly covered with sand and earth. 
In the one most exposed, the hull was 
found to contain boxes and barrels 
cannon balls and other stores. 

Further search is expected to reveal 
chests of silver, which records in pos- 
session of the explorers show were 
taken upon the boats. 

Burton, in speaking of the explo- 
rations last night, said that he ex- 
pected no difficulty as a result of in- 


| terference by the Dominion govern- 


ment. He declared the vessels were 
not private property, and that he 
would be able to effect a bargain 
whereby he could take them over. If 
plans are carried out, the vessels will 
be presented to the city of Detroit and 
placed in a specially constructed mu- 
seum on Belle Isle. Newspapers on the 
Canadian side, however, are vigorously 
hrotesting such action, and it is not 
unlikely that the Dominion government 
will be called upon to take action 
in the matter. 


STANFORD HEIRS BUSY. 


Trying to Bribe Honolulu Doctors to 
Change Their Findings About 
Cause of Death.

Dr. Wood de- 
clares that he was employed on behalf 
of the estate by Dr. Humphris, and

GEN. WOOD COMES TO TELL HIM 
ABOUT MOROS. 
Gen. Davis Denies the Rigert of an 
Army of Laborers for the Canal. 
Commissioner Leupp Talks of in- 
dians—F ather Culfen and the Cath- 
olics.

OYSTER BAY, Aug. 23.—Gen. and 
Mrs. Leonard Wood ‘arrived here from 
Washington, this evening, and are the 
guests tonight of ‘the President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt. Thé President had not 
seen Gen. Wood since his arrival in 
this country from) | the Philippines, 
where he was the /¢ommander of the 
American forces in the Moro archi- 
pelago. His return ‘was induced by the 
necessity of undergving a surgical op- 
eration. An operation was performed in 
Boston, and Gen. Wood practically has 
recovered from its effects. He expects 
to return to the Philippines as soon 
as he shall have completely regained 
his normal condition. While it is said 
that Gen. Wood's Visit to the Presi- 
dent is devoid of Significance and is 
of a purely personal nature, K is cer- 
tain thatthe President desired to dis- 
cuss with him the situation in the 
Philippines, not only as to the opera- 
tions of the Amefitan army, but as 
to the development) of the islands and 
their needs in the Way of legislation. 

The President and. Mrs. Roosevelt en- 
tertained a party. luncheon today 
including Maj.-Gen., George W. Davis, 
former Governor of the Isthmian Canal 
zone; Frances E. Leupp, Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs: William Barnes, Jr., 
of Albany, N. Y., and T. H. P. Far- 
rand and Archer Hammond, relatives 
of the Roosevelt family. 

Gen. Davis, who a member of the 
Board of Consulting Engineers of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, discussed 
with the President matters concerning 
the canal project, with special reference 
to the approaching first meeting of the 
board of consulting engineers. After 
his conference with the President, Gen. 
Davis was asked about the recent 
criticism of the Cahal Commission on 
account of its large éxpenditures of 
money for supplies, machinery, ships 
and railroad material. 

“I no confiection now,” the 
General said, “and have had no con- 
nection at any time with the finances 
of the commission. I know little about 
them. It may be @aid in a general 
way, however, that: large expenditures 
are necessary in the inauguration of a 
great project like that at Panama. 
Railroad equipment; including locomo- 
tives, cars and material, steam shovels 
and other machinefy, houses for the 
employés and ships for the carry'‘ng 
of supplies, once bought and paid for, 
are permanent property. While the 
first cost is considerable, the cost there- 
after is purely for ‘maintenance. 

“No,” he continuéd, “there will not 
be 30,000 men empliyed on the work 
of canal construction. Nobody has 
ever intimated such a number until 
these articles were published recently. 
There is no such thought of employ- 
ing such a number. of men cr of pro- 
viding for such a ftimber.” 

Commissioner Leupp came to Oyster 
Bay to make a report of an investi- 
gation he recently has made of the

FRUIT FROM 
CALIFORNIA. 


Creating a Stir in the Foreign 


French Agitation Against the 
“San Jose Scale.” 

Pacific Coast and Geodetic 
Survey Work. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THP TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Consul Goldschmidt of 
Nantes, France, reports to the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor that 
agitation has been started to secure 
the passage of a law to prohibit the 
importation of American’ fruits, up>n 
the ground that they are likely to in- 
troduce the San José scale. 

The Consul quotes a leading importer 
as saying: “Today, American dried 
prunes and apricots are Yery well re- 
ceived by the French consumer, par- 
ticularly prunes from the Santa Clara 
Valley. The American way of pack- 
ing is also desired, when well done, 
but many complaints are heard con- 
cerning boxes, which are foo weak and 
cause breakage, which Gamages the 
contents. Prunes from California can 
be much better preserved than French 
prunes, and Americans have reached 
perfection in that line. | Parficularly. 
larger sizes are desirable, and _ sell 
readily. Those of thirty to forty to 
the poumd up to sixty th seventy to 
the pound are what is wanted. The 
California prune is popular, and will 
sell readily when the crop in France 
falls below a certain amount.” 

Concerning the repacking of Amer- 
ican prunes into French receptacles 
the same importer said: “Three or four 
years ago, when the prune crop here 
was a failure, the pales: all produc- 
ing these prunes again tried to im- 
port prunes from California in bar- 
rels and boxes, and afterward repacked 
them in the French manner, which 
permitted the raising of prices. But 
the consumer soon perceived the fraud, 
and today it is impossible to repeat 
this, as the consumer, who is accus- 


tomed to California prunes, wants 
them in the original boxes. The Amer- 
ican-dried apricot, has ottained a good 


foothold here, and meets: with no com- 
petition worth mentioning.” 
Commenting on the foregoing, Coh- 
sul Goldschmidt says: “I believe there 
is no serious reason for | this agitation 
against American dried fruit in par- 
ticular, and it seems apparent that 
the main reason in view: by the agita- 
tors is not only to discredit our fruits, 
but also to damage their reputation 
elsewhere, with the hope, possibly, to 
drive our fruits out of other markets, 
where French fruit lace it. 
With these facts in 4, should 
be easy to circumvent any Pod at 
injuring our commerce In such an un- 
fair way.”

“Seemingly, therefore, Japan has 
also struck her pen throuzh the most 
obnoxious clause of all—that which 
Geais with indemnity-——and gli that she 
now asks Russia to do, in addition to 
the terms already agreed upon is to 
purchase the northern. half of Sakhalin 
for the sum of one millard and two 
hundred million yen (1,200,000,000,) 
and thie alleged simplificaiion of terms 
is supposed to provide Russia with an 
acceptable basis for a peace treaty. 

WON'T HAVE IT. 

“At first sight, the offer may per- 
haps seem new to some, but a closer 
examination will show it to be in all 
sesenitials identical with the proposal 
already rejected by Russia's plenipo- 
lentiaries. Only a person unfamiliar 
with war, in love with humanitarian- 
ism, foreign to Russia, and incompe- 
tent to judge of Russia's national 
honor and dignity would decry in 
those terms the source of a new im- 
pulse given to the peace negotiations. 


But a grievous mistake was committed | 


by those who imagined that the plen- 
ipotentiaries of the Czar, the represen- 
tatives of the Russian nation, would 
take the husk for the kernel, the 
shadow for the substance. A person 
of average intelligence can see that 
what is new in this proposal is the 
pliraseology in which it is couched. 

RUSSIA'S PLEA. 

“Russia, on the contrary, has con- 
ceded freely and fully everything she 
could give consistently with her sense 
of national honor and dignity. Hence, 
what to Japan is but a matter of money 
is t© Russia a point of honor. To 
withdraw the cash claim is therefore 
immeasurably easier to Japan than it 
would be for Russia to alow it. Rusisa 
has suffered reverses, owing to her lack 
of Organization, her unpreparedness 
and her internal disorders, but she is 
still a mighty and uneonquered nation, 
whose people will énthusiastically up- 
hold their representatives in the firm 
resolve ‘o keep the national escutcheon 
immaculate. Whatever elise may be af- 

‘firmed or denied of them, that is true. 
They alone are the judges of what van 
and cannot be done in Russia's name. 

“If, therefore, the efforts of Ameri- 
van friends are to be crowned with suc- 
cess, if the labors of the conference are 
not to end in smoke, and if the effusion 
cf blood in the Far East is to be termi- 
nated, it behooves Japan to make a 
frank deflaration that she withdraws, 
at once, for all, and without reserve, 
ser demend to have her war costs paid 
in any shape or form. Therefore, je, 
spite the positive and emphatic dec!a- 
ration of the well-meaning but mista- 
ken journalists alluded to above, peace 
is not and cannot be assured until Ja- 
ran unreservediy withdraws her claim 
to have the cost of the campaign -e- 
funded by Russia.” 

JAPANESE REJOINDER. 

When shown the above statement, a 
competent Japanese authority declined 
to make any reply. “We are not talk- 
ing.” said he. “We are not fichting 
this batti@ in the newspapers. When 
all is over, we will give na side of the 
story fo the world.’

= bring you the cordial greeting of 
President Roosevelt, who greatly re- 
grets his inability to join with you 
in the dedication of this monument to 
its exaited purpose. This monument 
had its inception in a noble, patriotic 
impulse. It will stand as the symbo! 
of the gratitude of a great people for 
the services and sacrifices of brave 
men, who, more than a generation 
ago, went down on the battiefield to 
preserve the integrity of the great 
republic. 

“While we pay homage to those who 
stood in defense of the nation, we do 
not withhold from those who fought to 
overthrow the republic an expression 
of our admiration and esteem. We are 
not wanting in regard for those who, 
raised 
their hand against their own friend 
and protector—the flag of the United 
States. They were our kindred. We 
were then divided, but we are now 
united, and God grant that no power 
on earth may drive us asunder; that 
no national exigency may arise 
which will not be met equally by all 
sections of the republic, and that noth- 
ing will confront us which will not 
be faced by a united people—stronger 
hbeeause of the ‘Tesults of the Civil 
War. 

“We are to go forward, meeting 
with brave hearts the burdens which 
rest upon a great people. Advancing 
and spreading power brings new tasks, 
new questions, but the principles 
which should govern us in meeting 
them Jo not change. The principles 
of common honesty and common jus- 
tice among men were the same yester- 
day as they are today, and they will 
not change with the coming years. 
Our obligation to the State is not in- 
termittent. It rests upon us, whether 
in the midst of peace or in the midst 
of war. Our civic duties must be well 
discharged if we would prove a strong, 
clean government—one that we must 
have if we are to attain our highest 
destiny. We tech the life of liberty. 
We inculcate the doctrine that the only 
way to maintain freedom in its best 
sense 1s to observe the laws and abide 
by the wisdom of high-minded and 
patriotic lawmakers, chosen by a free 
and patriotic electorate. Our laws 
should be preserved from the contam- 
inating touch of selfishness, and they 


= 


*snould be enforced fearlessly and with- 


out favor. There should be neither 
partiality in the enaeting of the law, 
nor partiality in, its enforcement. 
Equality is the fundamental essential 
in free government. It was for such 
equality the soldiers and sailors of the 
Civil War wrote one of the mightiest 
chapters in human history. 

“We hear much of defalcations, 
breaches of trust, malfeasance in of- 
fice, and there are pessimists who de- 
clare we have fallen upon = corrupt 
times; that we are decadent; that the 
public conscience is dulled. On the 
contrary, there never was an hour in 
all of our splendid history when there 
was a more acute moral sense among 
the great masses of people and more 
uprightness in the relations of life than 
there is today. The standard of civic 
duty was never higher than it is now. 
There was never more respect for a 
high grade of commercial 
fessional ethics than at present. There 
is a widespread determination among 
the people that those who pollute the 
laws should be compelled to answer 
for it; that the laws shall not be set 
at naught by evildoers: by the ene. 
mies of established order. 

“While we reverently pay homage 
to those who bore the heat of the 
battle and do not forget that we owe 
tribute to those who, in the days of 
national calm, preserved that which 
was won in the flery storm, the ene. 
mies of the republic do not always 
appear with fleets or with armies and 
with waving banners. Those who 
abuse the public confidence, or who 
disregard the law, or who debauch the 
elective franchise are insidious ene. 
mies. Those who, with no expectation 
of reward, have the approval of their 
own conscience for duty well per- 
} formed, stand for the morality of the 


community and the State; for good 
laws amd their just enforcement; for 
equality of all before the law and 


against law inspired by unjust favorit. 
ism, are to be regarded with the hieh 
respect we entertain for the real 
heroes of the nation. We most esteem 
men who are for their country for 
their country’s sake; who are for the 
law, and who do not take thought of 
their mere personal agzrandizement.”’

61 of the Bureau of Forestry, affords 
the lay reader an insight into a strange 
vernacular. . 

Among, the logging terms are some 
truly remarkable expressions. The 
uninitiated may : learn the distinction 
between a “‘hall hooter” and a “boom 
rat,” between a “bull cook” and a

the “dalphin,” the “dog,” the “pig,” 
and the “‘road donkey,” all objects en- 
dowed with life by the vernacular. The 
“alligator’’ is a boat used in handling 
logs; the “dog,” a short, heavy plece 
of steel; the ‘‘pig,”’ a rigging sied, and 
the “road donkey,” a donkey engine 
mounted on a heavy sled. Birds are

“rooster,” reptiles by the ‘“snake,”’ and

HOT WEATHER RECORDS. 


When the Most Enccceive Heat Waves 
. Have Been Experienced 
Anywhere. 


a general rule that human nature, es- 
pecially in the British Isles, thinks 
the thermometer has gone quite high 
enough for it when it touches 80 de- 
grees Fahrenheit in the shade, while at 
the time of writing it has on three oc- 
casions exceeded that figure this month, 
Therefore it is quite justifiable to look 
upon a temperature of 90 degrees as 
very hot. On August 18, 1893, the shade 
maximum in the afternoon was 95. This 
date, indeed, has been described as the 
hottest day of the nineteentth century, 


position was July 28, 1885, when 162 
eer was registered in the open 
air. 

There are four other dates on which 
the next greatest amount of heat— 
stifling, suffocating and more than suffl- 
cing—has been registered this 
country. On July 7, 1886, 155 degrees 
Fahrenheit was recorded, the previous 
day's reading having been 151.5; the 
4th of the same month in the following 
year it was 151.7, and on Aug. 14, 1876, 
147 degrees was registered. These facts 
and figures give some idea of what the 
sun is capable of. And of the terrific 
force of solar heat the astronomers 
have given a wondering world as good 
a notion as can be conveyed by words. 

For instance, Sir Robert Ball, who 
is at once our greatest astronomer and 
the most delightful of scientific lect- 
urers, has stated that if the earth were 
likened to a grain of mustard seed the 
sun by the same comparison 
would be as large a8 a cocoanut, while 
the heating power of a single square 
foot of its surface would be sufficient 
| if placed under the boilers of an At- 
lantic liner to enable her to break the 
record in crossing the “herring pond.” 
.If*the sun’s heat were maintained by 
earthly means, in doing so all the coal 
in existence would be consumed in a 
tenth part of a second.

from burning something like twelve bil- 
lions of tons of coal per second, and its 
heat would be strong enough to melt not 
far short of three trillions tons of ice 
in an hour. But of this almost unthink- 
able force of heat the earth receives 
but a small proportion—only about one 
in two thousand millions of solar rays. 

That man can exist under great hicat 
has often been manifested, although no 


one has prenenty demonstrated it re 
clearly than did a Spaniard on Jun %6, 
1828. In Paris an oven was heat to 
over 290 degrees Fahrenheit, and the 


man entered this inferno where he re- 
mained for five minutes. On emerging 
his pulse was found to be beating 200 
times in sixty seconds, but a few min- 
utes later he seemed none the worse 
for his experiment. 

This was an extreme case, for a heat 
of 160 to 180 degrees Fahrenheit would 
appear to be the utmost that man 
can remain in for any length of time. 
In this respect the men who work in 
the Comstock silver mines in Nevada— 
the hottest mines in the world—-are to 
be pitied. The shafts and galleries of 
these mines are over 250 miles in length, 
are more than 3000 feet deep, and at the 
2700-foot level the temperature of the 
water is 153 degrees Fahrenheit and the 
air 126 degrees. In another shaft the 
temperature arises to 170 degrees, and 
it is only possible for men to work in it 
for ten or fifteen minutes at a stretch. 

There are other parts of the world, 
too, where the heat, even in the open 
air, is terrible. For instance, on the 
deck of a Persian Gulf steamer 120 de- 
|grees Fahrenheit has been recorded 
in the morning, while on shore, at Mus- 
cat, a black bulb solar thermometer 
inethe sun has registered 187 degrees. 
Great Britian has once or twice ap- 
|} proached this high record. The heat 
_of the summer of 1826 was so greit 
that In some localities wheat and barley 

were pulled up by hand, being too short 
; in the stalk to cut In the usual manner, 
The pastures were so burned up that 
| cattle had to be fed on sprouts of gorse, 
Streams dried up and it was years later 
before many of them got their fish 


again. 

In 1851 a disastrous heat wave was 
experienced in different parts of 
Europe. In Hyde Park the shade 


reading varied from 90 to 94 degrees; 
in Paris during a review scores of sol- 
diers fell victims to sunstroke, while ot 
Aldershot men dropped dead at Jri:l. 
Two years later New York spent a 
week in dreadful heat; the city seemed 
as if it were on fire, 214 people being 
killed by sunstroke. Another great 
heat experience fell to the lot of the 
United States tn July, 1876, especially 
in the middle and Southern States. }n 
Washington the heat was so intense 
that a prominent official declared the 
car rails became so expanded by the 
action of the sun as to rise ‘up in c1*- 
ved lines, drawing the bolts. In ‘1881 
again our Yankee cousins were s.ew- 
ing in an atmosphere of 1:95 degrees 
in the shade, and 'n the same year 
101 degrees was reached in England. 

And in times long gone by people 
grumbied at and enjoyed neat waves 
in much the same way as we do. That 


into the records amply tveatifies.

Was it in Spain that the streets of Ma- 
drid and other cities were deserted, 
while laborers expired in the flelds and 
the vines were scorched and spoiled. 
The summer of 1772 was a dreadful one 
in. New York, and it is related that the 
principal thoroughfares were  battle- 
fields in minature; people were struck 
down by the score, no fewer than 155 
cases of sunstroke occuring on July 4th, 
of whom nearly one-half died. ' The fo!- 
lowing year in France the thermore 
eter rose to 118 degrees Fahreiuheti:. 

France also experienced two per!ocs 
of great heat in 1705 and I7!%. In the 
former year it was descrived aa boing

COUNTY HOSPITAL THREATENS 
TO OVERFLOW. 
Harmless Patients Sent Back from 
the Asylum, but Their Families Will 
Not Take ’Em to Their Bosoms. 
Another Contingent Coming Here in 
Few Days. 


Dr. Berber has so many “crazies” 
at the County Hospital, that he doesn’t 
know what to do. 

The situation, under the new insane 
asylum law, has become mighty seri- 
ous, 

Under the new law, insane patients 
are to be sent home to their people 
as soon as they are found to be out 
of the dangerous stage of the disease. 
All harmless patients are to be turned 
out of the asylums, 

Some weeks ago the first squad: of 

them came back to this city from the 
asylum. Unlooked-for catastrophe! 
Their families, in every case, firmly, 
but politely refused to take them home 
again. Each family swore they couldn't 
afford to be burdened with a crazy 
relative. Furthermore they wouldn't 
be burdened. 
. Dr. Barber couldn’t turn them loose; 
he couldn’t make the families take 
them home. All he could do was to 
keep them at the County Hospital. 
They are there still on the county 
charge. 

Yesterday the asylun at Highland 
notified the hospital that another batch 
of fifteen barmless incurables is about 
to be delivered at the hospital. 

Frankly, the hospital knows not 
what to do with them. There isn't 
room enough. They might crowd them 


the regular insane patients, who are 
being arrested from day to day and 
sent to the hospital, pending examin@ 
tion in the Superior Court, 

Only a little while ago, a new in- 
sane ward was finished at the hospital. 
It will now be entirely inadequate. 
What's to be done? 


BOOK DEPOSITORY. 


Great Boston Publishing House Makes 
Contract With Local Firm for 

Handling School Books. 
Ry an agreement which took effect 
yesterday between Ginn & Co. of Bos- 
ton and Stoll & Thayer of this city, 
Los Angeles has secured what in effect 
is the establishment of an industry do- 
ing a business of between $50,000 and 


$60,000 a year. 

For twenty-five years the book mer- 
chants of this city and all Southern 
California have been compelled to pay 
tribute to San Francisco, in a form 
that amounted to a fine of 2% per cent. 
because they were residents of South- 
ern California. 

During the long period the only de- 
pository of the great school-book pub- 
lishers on this Coast hag been in San 
Francisco and all efforts to change the 
system have been resisted by the Bos- 
ton people till now. Yesterday the 
agreement with the local book firm 
was received, duly executed for three 
years, by which Los Angeles also be- 
comes a depositofy, and while it will 
concentrate a great book business here, 
it will also benefit every individual 
book buyer. 

The San Francisco house allowed 
dealers in the northern part of the 
State 10 per cent. discount from list 
prices, but south of the Tehachepi the 
discount was only 7% per cent. Not- 
withstanding the enormous consump- 
tion of school books in this city the 
dealers have been unablé¢ to break the 
combination which thus put a penalty 
of 2% per cent. upon residents of the 
sunny Southland. If you listen § in- 
tently you may now hear a roar, for 
the Los Angeles depository will al- 
low dealers throughout Southern Cali- 
fornia a discount of 16 2-3 per cent. 
from list prices, and this will be di- 
vided with: individual customer. 

As an example of the effect of this, 
Mr. Jones of the Stoll & Thayer firm 
stated that the new music-book just 
adopted by the Board of Education 
on Monday will be sold at 30 cents, 
whereas it would have been sold at 
35 cents had it been received through 
San Francisco. It is estimated that 
25,000 of these books will be sold in 
this city next month, and the saving 
thus made amounts to $1250. 

Or, it might: be put thus: By the 
useless change of music books the peo- 
ple of the city would lose, at the old 
price, $8750, but through the enterprise 
of our merchants,: they will lose $1250 
less than that sum.

“This objectfonable color- 
ing,” says the Telegram, was found in 
the highest-priced goods! in the jam 
and jelly line. It has Riways been 
suspected as confined to’ the cheaper 
varieties, but later examination has 
shown that the supposed ‘pest qualities 
contain it. these have been 
ordered removed from = stock, and 
many local houses have: ‘utidergone a 
cleaning out. The coal tar dye is used 
to preserve a rich, dark ¢olor in the 
jams and canned fruits. By its use 
rotten fruits are concealed;. whereas 
they would stand out pl#inly if ordi- 
nary vegetable coloring were used. Al- 
most all the goods condg ned were 
shipped here from California, and Mr. 
Bailey observes that he’ has been 
given more trouble looking after Cali- 
fornia goods than any other, largely, 
if not wholly, because there are no 
pure-food laws in the Golden State.” 
This is not an agreeable thing ‘to 
read about California, but “we shall be 
obliged to plead guilty to the impeach- 
"ment, for it is true—-and “pity ‘tis ‘t's 
true.”” Some of the municipalities in 
Califcrnia have made efforts to en- 
force pure-food ordinances; with par- 
tial success, but these efforts have 
been greatly hampered by the absence 
of a State law, on the one hand, and 
by the absence of a national! pure 
food law on the other. BW reason of 
the latter lack, original packages of 
adulterated food can come: into the 
State without interdigtion, ; Until the 
national government shall enact and 


plete solution of the problem will be 
virtually impossible, it 
If the municipalities of ‘California 
would join in enacting uniform local 
laws on the subject, a great deal ot 
good could no doubt be acepmplished, 
although we could not ‘reasonably 
hope that the evil would thereby pe 
eradicated. What is needed is vigor- 
ous coéperation all along the line in 
an effort to stamp out ‘thig colossal 
evil. When the people become 
thoroughly aroused to the necessity 
for such coéperation, if ‘ever that time 
comes, we shall have the ‘legislation 
needed, and it will be enforced.
